WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Canned goods are on the boom, all lines included, and there 
appears to be real substance in the boom. When the market as 
a whole—canners, jobbers and retailers—accept conditions as 
fixed and not as unduly inflated, there is reason to accept it as 
actual. That the present trend of prices is seriously considered, 
is accepted, by buyers is shown by the fact that all of them 
seem anxious to cover their requirements now, before further 
advances take place. So it has been a busy week in canned 
goods circles, the jobbers wanting the goods at the lowest possi- 
ble figures, and the holders standing firm for top prices. There 
have been some big blocks of goods changed hands, and the 
already small holdings have been considerably reduced, and not 


alone in one line, but in many of them. 


Tomatoes have reached the point where the price causes a 
halt in buying, for when they approach the dollar mark in first 
hands, the jobbers go slow about buying them, because when 
that mark is reached it means they must be retailed at a price 
above roc, and that means slow selling for the retailers. The 
turn of the wheel of fortune has brought the canners out on top 
this year, and it is about time enough, since the jobbers and the 
retailer have had the easy thing with conned goods during the 
past several years. 

But if buying from first hands lags now, the consumption 
of the goods at roc will continue unabated; and if they do not 
buy to keep pace with this, the market will be so cleaned up 
that before another season rolls around they will have to take 
the goods at any price the holders demand. The people will eat 
tomatoes and other canned goods, even if the prices do advance, 
at least enough of them to clean up the market completely. 

There is one consideration in relation to this high-priced 
market and that is that the holder should be satisfied with a 
good profit, and not try to getit all. Leave the other fellow 
have some of the profit, as at the present prices the goods show 
a good share for the holders. 

Tomatoes are strong and quoted in this market from 85c. 
to goc. with some holders asking more. No. 2 are quoted at 
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65c. up to 75c., and No. 10’s are $3.00 to $3.25. Seconds are 
quoted for No. 3 at 7734c. to 82%c. 

Futures in tomatoes are being taken quite freely. This is 
a change from last year when futures sold very reluctantly. 
Now the market on full standard No. 3 tomatoes, with 100% 
delivery guaranteed, is 75c. to 7734c.; 2’s at 55c. and 10’s at 
$2.25. 
may not be out of place to warn them not to go too heavy on 
this. It is a good rule to never sell more than 50% of the fac- 
tory expectation, for by this means the packer is given a leeway 
to cover all contingencies, of poor crop, delays or break downs 
in the factory during operation, labor troubles, etc., and in the 
event of a higher market next fall, to profit by it. 

Corn is scarce and hard to find, and it is not necessary to 
say is strongly held. In fact it is amusing to read some of the 
offerings made by the brokers, for holders, in the clean up way. 
Offerings of 69 cases, 44 cases, 345 cases, etc., show the condi- 
tion of the holders’ warehouses. Evergreen standard is quoted 
here at 75c; Harford Co. standard at 7734c.; standard shoepeg 
at 7oc., and extra standard at 7234c.; standard Maine style at 
75c. to 82%c., all f. o. b. factory. 

Future corn is attracting much attention, and many orders 
have changed hands during the week. Harford County style 
Shoepeg is quoted at 7oc. to 80c. according to quality and 
brand, and Maine style is said to be hard to find under 7oc. to 
75¢., all f. o. b. factory. 

On peas the market is reported dull and little business 
transpiring. The market remains firm, nevertheless, as all feel 
confident holdings will be cleaned out before the new season 
comes on. 

The market for string beans is reported strong, with indi- 
cations of advances to higher figures in the near future. No. 2 
standard strings are quoted here at 55c.; and white wax at the 
same price. Lima beans are nearly all out of this market. 


Packers are taking in quite a lot of these orders, and it © 


Green limas are quoted at 36c.; and with sauce’ 37%4c.; No. 2 
tall or flat cans, 50c.; and in sauce at 52%c., No. 3 plain are 
67%c., and in sauce, 7oc. Extra standards are quoted at 75c. 
to 80c. Red Kidney beans are quoted at 3734c. for No. 1, and 
at 55c. for No. 2, and 80c. for No. 3. Succotash is quoted at 


'82%c. for standard. 


Among the fruits demand is not so active. Peaches have 
been largely neglected, except for pie stocks, and these seem to 
be growing scarce in this market. No.3 unpeeled pies are 
quoted at 75c., with No. 10 at $3.00; peeled are g5c. for No. 3, 
and $3.90 to $4 oo for No. ro. 

Apples are holding strong as heretofore. Baltimore apples 
are held here at 75c. for No. 3, and $2.35 for No. ros. 

Berries are so well cleaned up that few packers are inter- 
ested in them, and the holders price is largely the market price. 
Local packings are quoted here for No. 2 standards strawberries 
at 7oc.; extra standards at 95c.; preserved $1.05, and Ex-- 
preserved at $1.40. No 2 gooseberries are quoted at 82%c.; 
standard red raspberries at 95c., and biack at go>. 


Market is reported dull on cherries, with no changes. No. 
2 standard red in water are quoted at 7oc., white 85c. 


Oysters are quiet and there has been a reduction in the 
market this week. Authorities who are in touch with the 
market claim that oysters are good property to buy at the 
present figures. 

There is nothing new to quote in connection with cans or 
canners’ metals, and these, together with all market quotations, 


‘ may be found on their regular page.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, Jan. 25. 

The Market.—\Vhat changes have occurred during the 
past week have been almost entirely for the better. Evi- 
dently business is increasing. At least numerous ‘holders 
report much larger inquiry and sales are made in larger lots 
in some instances, though here and there conditions are such 
that there is very little opportunity for discovering the real 
trend of the market. Holders insist upon full prices. Buyers 
are reluctant to pay; the deadlock is not easily broken. It 
is apparent, however, that there will be a better market al- 
most continucusly henceforth. Statistical information «Il 
points that way, while other features of trading in both the 
retail and wholesale departments are quite strongly tending 
toward the betterment of business in all departments. Hold- 
ers are,, all things considered, in rather better position to hold 
their goods than they are ordinarily at this season, while there 
will be shortly a disposition on the part of buyers to take hold 


with more freedom. Larger business is essential. It will be 
impossible to prevent it much longer. 


Tomatoes.—The market has remained practically un- 
changed since last week, though the influence of the recent 
convention is plainly visible in some instances. ‘There are 
none too many tomatoes to go round. ‘That is assured from 
the relatively small quantity disclosed by the statistics which 
have reecntly been published. With this situation before them 
dealers are scarcely disposed to sell their goods without they 
can obtain full prices. ‘The situation is, therefore, somewhat 


improved as compared with last week, and when one goes 
back a month or more the difference is apparent. Holders are 
asking up to the 85c regular terms for best Maryland 3s, and 
some are up to 87%c, whith prevents important sales. No 2s 
are firm at 65@67'4c, while No. 10s are up to $3.00 or more 
in all instances. It is, therefore, almost impossible to obtain 
stock grading full standard below these figures. The supply is 
too limited to allow of much juggling with figures. 

Corn.—The market has scarcely changed since last week, 
though there has been buying during the week, chiefly in rela- 
tively small quantities. It seems certain even though the out- 
put was liberal, much more so than was supposed before the 
statistics were published, the absorption has been liberal 
enough to carry out practically everything available. Many 
holders are entirely cleaned up and the increased output will 
undoubtedly entirely disappear before it does any damage to 
the coming crop. Buying has been well distributed and has 
included practically every variety offered. 

Peas.—The situation has not changed, excepting a little 
more inquiry is reported, while buying of the better grades has 
increased somewhat. As a rule, however, holders are about 
evenly divided upon the question of price. The tendency is 
upward, nevertheless, and higher values are expected upon all 


varieties. ‘The shortage is sufficient to create a firm feeling 
all along the line. 


Asparagus.—No change of moment. Buyers have increased 
their inquiries and under some circumstances can be induced 
to increase their orders. The terms do not quite suit holders, 
however, and trade is still somewhat restricted. The supply 
of the medium-priced goods, which are most wanted, is prac- 


tically. exhausted in some quarters and holders elsewhere are 
firmer in sympathy with this condition. 


Fruit.—California varieties remain substantially as they 
have been. Buying has not begun as yet, though inquiries

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point to the fact that improvement must be coming in the near 
future. The average holder has determined that he will not 
part with his desirable stock without full outside prices and the 
situation is, therefore, somewhat strong upon about all 


varieties. The quantity of standard and extra standard quality 
of about all California fruits is relatively small and holders are 
insisting upon full outside figures. 


Salmon.—The market is in substantially the same position , 


it has been for some weeks. With the heaviest consuming 
season of the year coming there is almost no stock available. 
Holders are insistent upon high prices and buyers are equally 
insistent upon lower values. A deadlock ensues, broken only 
by those who are forced to pay the price for sufficient goods 
to satisfy the requirements of their customers. The supply is 
so small it will be exhausted shortly and buyers will have to 


go without anything in some varieties then. The era of cheap 
salmon is over and henceforth consumers must pay the price or 
go without. 


Sardines.—Holders are still insisting upon full values for 
all the stock they have on hand, which in some instances is 
not much. It is true, however, that the supply is somewhat 
larger than was expected and that the upward trend of the 
market will probably cease as soon as movement begins.

Of course, this may be a cigar 
given him by his wife for Christmas, but you will have to take 
a chance on that; all editors do not have enough good cigars to 
give away, except to their big advertisers. 

But take the speech to him and see if you can’t have it 
published. It will help your business immensély. If you have 
not received a copy write Mr. Garrell, Belair, Md., and he will 
be glad to send it.

CHICAGO, January 25, IgiI. 

Good Weather.—For a week past the weather has been 
bright, warm and fair, and trade should have been good, but 
both retail and wholesale grocers are grumbling loudly about 
slack business. 

Future Corn.—I have seen a letter from the Illinois Can- 
ning Co., one of ‘‘The Big Four,’’ stating that they had sold 
all the future corn they cared to contract at present. 

Not So Fancy.—Country Gentleman corn is hard to handle 
and out of a big pack it is difficult for a packer to get anything 
like a fair proportion of strictly fancy quality. That grade is 
now almost ynobtainable. 

Asparagus Prices.—Several packers, including the Cen- 
tral California Canneries, have named prices on the 1g11 pack 
of asparagus, which average about 10 per cent lower than the 
prices of 1910. The beds are producing heavily now, and unless 
something is done to measure the consumption, asparagus will 
get cheaper and cheaper for several years to come. 

Wanted by Chicago.—If any of the readers of THE 
TRADE have fancy lima beans, Columbia or Black Raspberries 
in syrup, tomato pulp in No. 1 cans, strawberries well filled in 
No. 10 cans they should post their Chicago brokers and submit 
samples. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Buyers are disposed to buy anything 
and any quality of standard No. 3 tomatoes, the cost not exceed- 
ing goc. f.o.b. Chicago, but they balk at any more than that, as 
it takes the goois out of the roc. selling class. Large pur- 


chases have been made by local buyers in two weeks past, but 
at 8234c. cannery East they all balk and have stopped buying. 

The Proper Time.—A wise merchant once told me that 
‘the time to feed chickens was when they were hungry.’’ 

Buyers will buy canned tomatoes at goc. f.o.b. Chicago for 
standard quality No. 3, but beyond that it will be hard to push 
up the price, especially when futures are being freely offered on 
a basis of 734c. a dozen lower than that price. 

It has been repeatedly demonstrated that when you get 
standard threes tomatoes higher than to enable them to be 
retailed at roc. the can, they will sell but slowly. At goc. 
Chicago the jobber sells for $1.00, and the retailer for 1oc. the 
can, and that is at present the limit to the demand. The time 
to feed the chickens is here. The price on tomatoes may go 
some higher, but not until after a big battle between buyers and 
sellers and a test of endurance. 

Futures Selling Well.—I had a brief conversation with 
Paul Paver of J. M. Paver & Co., and he said that in his opinion 
no January in the past ten years would show the record of 
January, 1911, for magnitude of sales of futures in canned 
goods. Nor would any year for many past show the supply of 
canned goods so closely sold up and so small a stock left in first 


hands; and Paul Paver is a carefully observing analyist of mar- 
ket conditions and statistics. 


Local jobbers report to me that futures are being readily 


taken hold of by retailers, and that January sales of futures are 
very heavy. 
This was to be expected, as short deliveries and advancing 


. prices always produce such a result. 


It is not my province or disposition to make deductions 
from those facts and conditions. Canned goods packers are 


wise and thoughtful and don’t need any one to do their fore- 
seeing for them. 


Another Indication.—I have recently had occasion to ask 
a number of interior wholesale grocers for a list of their ne

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stock in canned goods, and find that they haven’t any and are 
not disposed to sel] what stock they have except to their own 
trade. This condition also applies to the large Chicago jobbers. 


They have nothing in canned goods to offer through the 
brokers. 

Dried Fruit Maintains Prices.—A heavy slump in dried 
fruits was predicted to take place after January 1, but it did not 
come to pass and there is no break in the line. Prunes are 
double or more than the price of this time last year, but they 
seem to be going even higher rather than lower. 

Pea Futures.—Most of the well-known canners of Wis- 
consin are entirely sold up on future peas, and buyers who have 
not ‘‘gone in’’ are now put to it to find reliable sellers. 

The Convention Program.— Wholesale grocers and others 
received copies of the Program of the Convention at Milwaukee 
by mail today. It is beautifully and artistically printed and 
lithographed and most tastefully arranged, and is highly credita- 
ble to the officers of the Association.

DOUBLE GLASS SASH FOR TOMATOES. 


The canners who are making sure of their supply of toma- 
toes early in the season by growing them for themselves or by 
furnishing properly grown plants at the right time to contract- 
ing growers, will be interested in the advertisement of the 
Sunlight Double Glass Sash Co., which appears in this issue.

MR. GORRELL CORRECTS A WRONG STATEMENT. 


The editor of The Trade recently ‘called the attention of 
the Bureau of Publicity, National Canners’ Association, to an 


article which appeared in a Baltimore paper, which would 
tend to discourage the use of canned foods. In a recent mail 
we have a letter from Mr. Gorrell, advising that he wrote the 
editor of the offending paper and that the said paper very 
promptly published the following statement in every bit as 
conspicuous a place as the previous article occupied. ‘The cor- 
rection reads as follows: 


DEFENDS CANNERS. 
To the Editor of The News: 

I understand that there appeared in the Mail Bag column of 
your issue of December 22nd an article signed by one H. L. Harris 
giving certain figures on the number of ptomaine poisoning cases 
yt the fatalities therefrom since the enactment of the pure food 
aw. 

I beg to say that this man Harris is in the employ of one of the 
borax manufacturing companies and sends articles such as these to 
all newspapers in the country that will publish them, hoping to in- 
crease the sale of his company’s output by encouraging consumers to 
believe that artificial preservatives are necessary. 

Such doctrine as this is very harmful to the canned goods busi- 
ness, which is one of the industries of Baltimore City, and I am taking 
the liberty of calling your attention to the same and asking that you 
make an explanation so that the readers of your paper may not be 
deceived by this clever system of free advertising. 

As you well know, the theory of canning is simply sterilization 
by intense heat only, which will indefinitely preserve the products 
of the can so long as it remains untouched by the outside air. We 
believe that your interest in this industry of Baltimore will warrant 
you in investigating this case thoroughly. If you desire any further

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Hotel Accomodations at Milwaukee. 


We are Just In Receipt of the Following Letter, Relative to Hotel 

Accomodations at Milwaukee. It is Self-Explanitory. 

MILWAUKEE, January 25, IgII. 
THE TRADE, Baltimore, Md. 

Gentlemen:—The following is the condition of the hotels 
in Milwaukee, at the present time. The nnmber of rooms men- 
tioned, in each case, is the number at each hotel not yet reserved 
for the National Canners’ Convention: 


HOTEL BLATZ—Corner Oneida and E. Water Streets, (four 
blocks from the Auditorium.) 15 rooms and bath, at 
$2 to $3.50 per day; 4 rooms without bath, at $1 to 
$2 for two persons in one bed; single $1.50 to $2.50. 

ST. CHARLES HOTEL—City Hall Square (six blocks from 
the Auditorium.) 25 rooms without bath, $2 25 to 
$3 American plan. After February 8th there will be 
more rooms at this hotel. 

HOTEL ATLAS—Near Milwaukee Depot (five blocks from 
Auditorium.) 25 rooms without bath $1 to $1.50. 
Where two occupy the same bed the rate is $1 each. 

DAVIDSON HOTEL—Near Milwaukee Depot (five blocks 
from the Auditorium.) 25 rooms, two beds in a 
room, $3 per day for each room. 

HOTEL MARYLAND—Near Milwaukee Depot (four blocks 
from the Auditorium.) Has booked, so far, eighty 
rooms account of Canners’ Convention. Has about 
20 rooms that may be had without bath at $1 to $2; 
with bath $2 to $4 per day. 

HOTEL GILPATRICK—Third St., near Milwaukee Depot 
(three blocks from the Auditorium.) Two double 
rooms, with shower bath, at $5 per day for each 
room. 


GLOBE HOTEL—Wisconsin and Cass Streets, near North- 
western Depot; car direct to the Auditorium. 25 
rooms at $1 to $2.50 per day. 


HOTEL FIZETTE—Wisconsin and Van Buren Streets, near 
Northwestern Depot; car direct to the Auditorium. 
30 rooms, without bath, American plan $1.50 to $2; 
European plan soc. to $1 per day. 


PLANKINTON HOUSE—Grand Avenue; car direct to the 
Auditorium. 60 o0r 70 rooms, some with bath and 
some without; rates without bath $1.50 to $3. With 
bath $2.50 to $5 per day. 


Where the 
American plan is not mentioned the above rates are for Europ- 
ean plan.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. | 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 21, 1911. 

Good Rains.—The big storm which hit the northern 
part of California about eight days ago is now over, and a 
more satisfied lot of farmers than those in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Valleys would be hard to find. Before the 
big rain commenced conditions here were anything but sat- 
isfactory, with the ground so dry that it could not be cul- 
tivated and with (the rainfall only about one-quarter the 
normal, but all this is now changed and the precipitation 
has been so heavy that crops are now practically assured. 
In the district around San Francisco from five to six inches 
of rain has fallen and the downpour was even heavier in the 
Santa Clara Valley. In the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys the downfall was also heavy, with unusually heavy 
snows in the mountains, insuring an abundance of water 
for irrigation purposes when needed. The snows have been 
so heavy that railroad traffic has been suspended for a time, 
but the grower and packer of ‘fruits and vegetables are will- 
ing to undergo the slight inconveniences that may result 
from this. Southern California has been less fortunate, for, 
while rain has fallen there, the precipitation has been very 
light and there is a crying need for more. However, condi- 
tions are excellent for further rain and the prospects are that 
this will be at least a normal year in regard to crops. 

Asparagus Protected.—The Sacramento river is now ris- 
ing rapidly and fear is expressed by some asparagus growers 
lest high water flood their fields. Each year the danger 


of a general flooding of the fields is lessened, for better dykes 
are being erected and new fields in districts remote from the 
river are coming into bearing. Floods similar to those ex- 
perienced a few years ago would not make the difference to 
packers that they did then, when practically all of the as- 
paragus raised was on one or two islands. It would now 
take a flood of unusual proportions to damage asparagus 
fields to the extent that the pack would be materially re- 
duced in size, and the losses that will be experienced in the 
future will be individual ones rather than general. ‘The 
California asparagus packing industry is now on a firm foot- 
ing and is not confined to the operation of merely one or 
two plants, and is becoming less and less dependent upon 
the normal behavior of the Sacramento river for its success. 
The yearly scare of high water will be heard in the spring, 
but the fact of the matter is that this crop is now to be re- 
garded as being more of a stable one than the fruit crop, as 
it is not affected by frosts. 

Stocks Are Low.—Stock taking is now over with most 
Coast packers and a few firms are enabled to offer small 
lots of goods that have been out of the market for some 
time. Most of these lots have been snapped up by local 
wholesalers, for many of these have been caught with but 
light stocks of Coast products on hand. With cold weather 
ruling throughout the East the consumption of California 
canned products should be quite heavy now, and within a 
short time inquiries for goods shoulds be much more heavy 
than at present. When wholesalers there commence to stock 
up again they will realize how badly broken stocks of Cali- 
fornia fruits really are and how little there is on hand of 
some varieties. Light buying only will be required to clean 
up stocks of apricots, pears, berries and freestone peaches. 
An advance in the prices asked for Bartlett pears would not

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be surprising, for many packers have been selling this fruit 
at absolutely no profit to themselves this season. A few 
cherries are still to be had, but these are mostly standards, 
seconds, water and pie fruit and are being rather firmly held. 
Packers are preparing for a general cleanup and expect it 
to be accomplished soon after the rush commences. 

Peas.—Perhaps the most active line at present is canned 
peas, and packers are getting well sold out on most lines. 
The prices now quoted by the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association are slightly lower than those of a few weeks 
ago and Petit Pois and Extra Fine Sifted have been added to 
the list. 

Breaking Into New Fields.—The activity being displayed 
by some of the large packing companies of the Middle West 
in getting a foothold in the Coast canning field may be taken 
as an indication that there will be stirring times here soon 
in this industry. For several years the firm of Libby, Mc- 
Neil & Libby, of Chicago, has been operating canneries in 
California with great success and has been gradually en- 
larging its holdings and branching out. Now this concern 
is reported to be interesting itself in the Hawaiian pine- 
apple industry, and recently word has come from the North- 
west that a deal was on for the purchase of ten salmon 
canneries in Alaska, together with the vessels needed, a 
deal that would mean the expenditure of at least a million 
dollars. A representative of Armour & Co. was here last 
fall looking over the field and later went to Hawaii to in- 
vestigate the pineapple canning industry, and it is conceded 
that it Will be but a short time until this firm will have a 
foothold here, either through the purchase of existing plants 
or through the building of new ones. The activity of such 
firms as these means that they are awake to the possibilities 
of the Coast canning industry and, with their excellent dis-

‘The plant to be in- 
stalled will be ready to operate the coming season and will 
be modern in every respect.” 


Salmon.—The Alaska-Pacific Fisheries Co., with head- 
quarters at Seattle, Wash., has secured possession of the In- 
ternational Fisheries Company’s plant and concessions at 
San Diego, Cal., under an option of four months. The Cali- 
fornia concern holds valuable fishing concessions from the 
Mexican government and has been planning to establish sev- 
eral canning plants to put up the surplus catch of fish secured, 

Preparing for 1911.—The Northwestern Fisheries Com- 
pany of Seattle is preparing for the 1911 packing season and 
the ships are now being overhauled.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION—FIRST DAY. 


This preliminary meeting was opened with an introduc- 
tory address by President Warvel, reading as follows: 


PRESIDENT WARVEL’S ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen and Ladies and Members of Ohio Canners’ Association: 

What has our Association accomplished for the industry in Ohio? 
We probably have not been the means of putting many dollars in 
your pockets, but we have saved you from paying out many unnec- 
essary dollars without getting anything in return in the way of bene- 
fit to the industry or the consuming public. It was the hard work 
of the officers and members of this Association that prevented the 
passage of the Dating and Weight Bill introduced in the last Legis- 
lature of Ohio. We also contributed largely to the burying of the 
Female Labor Bill, which was presented in the last House. While 
there were many other interests equally opposed to this bill becom- 
ing a law, I do not think that there was any other industry that 
it would affect quite as much as the canning business. The friends 
of the bill stated to us that if you can’t pack all your goods and 
keep them from spoiling, in eight hours, why don’t you work a 
double shift. It is a well known fact among the canners that none 
of them during the busy season can get female help enough to run 
their machines at full capacity by working a single shift. Such being 
the conditions, I would like to ask what we could do with a doufle 
shift. If this bill should become a law, it would not only affect the 
canning industry of the state, but the farmers and the growers of 
vegetables as well as the canners, for we surely would not buy the 
products if we could not get help to can them in a reasonable length 
of time, and no canner can take care of his tomato crop by only 
working eight hours a day; it is simply an impossibility. Many of 
us have to work from sixteen to eighteen hours a day, and then are 
unable to care for our crops. We don't employ the female laborer 


by the hour, but at piece-work, and they have the privilege of work- 
ing as long as they want or quitting whenever they feel so disposed, 
and they can work just as hard as they want, or do as little as they 
wish. The Pure Food authorities of our State and nation say to us 
that we must pack our goods the same day that they arrive from 
the fields, for if we allow them to remain over night unpacked, they 
tell us that that would deteriorate the quality of the food to such 
an extent in many cases that it would be unfit for canning, and then 
they wish to pass another law that would prevent us from securing 
labor sufficient to pack these goods in a reasonable length of time. 
The fact is that many laws, while they are intended for a benefit, 
are inconsistent and impracticable, and this is a clear case of “you're 
damned if you do” and “you're damned if you don’t.” So, should this 
Female Labor Law be made to apply to the canning industry, it 
would surely place a great hardship not only on the canners, but on 
the growers of vegetables. It would necessarily increase the cost of 
packing, and not benefit the consumers of canned goods in the least. 
All the Ohio Canners’ Association asks is a square deal, and we 
pledge ourselves to be honest and square with the people. 

There are many other propositions that I could name that we 
have given our attention to, in fact your officers were kept so busy 
during the last legislative term in looking after the interests of mem- 
bers of our Association, that we neglected our own private business, 
and still left lots of things undone that should have had our attention, 

The organization of this Association has brought about friendly 
relations among the canners of Ohio that has been most gratifying 
to all. We have given to the country a standard or grade for canned 
goods; while they may not meet the approval of all our members, 
the best evidence that they are right is the fact that our standards 
have been adopted by many other Canners’ Associations, and recom- 
mended by various Food Departments and Food Commissioners of 
other states. No one has shown us to be wrong, or presented any-

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thing better, and I want to renew my prediction that if we don’t 
get together on a National Standard or grade and present to Con- 
gress a bill on that line that we can comply with, and one that would 
be some protection to the consumers against unscrupulous packers 
or unscrupulous packing of canned goods (of course we have no un- 
scrupulous packers in Ohio, but there might some break into the 
game later). I say, if we don’t put something up to Congress of 
our own making THEY will put it up to US, and probably some- 
thing not to our liking. Who are the most capable of adjusting such 
matters, the canners who know all the difficulties to be contended 
with, or some Congressman who probably never saw the inside of a 
canning factory? The question of standards will have to be met 
sooner or later. Let us not be caught napping, but stand on our 
record. 

Canning Factory Inspection in Ohio was brought about by this 
Association, and it has been a help to the business in general. A 
rigorous inspection by the State authorities has a tendency to give 
the consuming public more confidence in canned goods, and we in 
this convention should give a strong endorsement to the canning 
factory inspection law of our state, and ask to have the same apply, 
as far as possible, to the farmers or growers. If a few of our grow- 
ers had to haul their products to the dumping grounds, they would 
quit hauling us unmerchantable, or at least questionable fruit, and it 
would save our superintendents many heated arguments in regard 
to the condition of the fruit or vegetables coming to the factory. 

The work in connection with this Association has been so heavy 
that no man having his own private business to look after can give 
his time to look after it as he should, without neglecting his own 
business. I can see much that should be done for the benefit of the 
industry, but lack of time and the condition of our treasury prevent 
me from giving them attention. We should secure sufficient funds 
to enable us to employ a competent officer to look after the interests 
of our members at all times. I can see where an officer of this kind 
could make himself indispensable to our members, and save them 
many more dollars than it would cost us to maintain such an officer. 


» CANNED GOODS SHOW. 


In connection with this convention we are going to hold a canned 
goods show, probably the first of the kind ever attempted by any 
Canners’ Association, where the different kinds of goods packed by 
our members will be shown, and competent demonstrators will pre- 


pare dainty dishes therefrom, and serve them to you to sample, show- 
ing what it is possible to dq with canned goods. 

Now I desire each one of you to feel that the success of this 
show depends on you. We must have the hearty co-operation of all. 
If things don’t suit you, if you get provoked at some unintentional 
wrong, go tell your trouble to one of Mayor Burkhart’s policemen. 
Don’t start knocking, but boost. I want you all to join the Good 
Fellow’s Club, and be a booster for Ohio Canners’ Association, and 
Ohio Canned goods, for there are none better, none more pure packed 
than those packed by our members. 

I thank you. 


The remainder of the session was taken up with an ad- 
dress of welcome by Mayor Burkhardt, and an apt and grace- 
ful response to same by E. M. Shook, of Urbana, and wel- 
come on behalf of the Dayton Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Rauh, and an explanation by the well-named W. J. Winning, 
of the good things in store for those attending the Conven- 
tion.

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WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Association was called to order at 11.30 A. M. Janu- 
ary 11, in the Assembly Room of Memorial Building, by the 
president, Mr. J. C. Warvel, of Dayton, Ohio, who said in 
part: 


I want to say to you that the canners do not need to fear any 
honest legislation. I welcome legislation, even if it does put us to 
some inconvenience, if it will give confidence to the consumers of 
canned goods. And I do not believe there is a member of this As- 
sociation but that will join us or give confidence to the consumers 
of our products, but we should oppose equally as strong any legisla- 
tion that will increase the cost of packing our goods without giving 
any benefit to the consumers of those goods. We should take a 
bold stand on our record from an association standpoint of every 
stand that we have made. 


I believe, gentlemen, that we are wise in standing by our records 
on standards and our recommendations that we have made from year 
to year. In the canning industry we are looked to as one of the 
state organizations that has accomplished more good for the canning 
industry than any other state organization in existence. In fact, I 
know personally that the executive body of the National Association 
never makes a move on any point without our sanction, and we have 
had great weight with them. 

We are attempting something here in connection with our con- 
vention this year that has never been attempted by any other canners’ 
organization,—that is our display of canned goods,—and it is only 
necessary for you or anybody else to walk through our display hall 
to be satisfied that the step we have taken along that line is an ad- 
vanced step for publicity in canned goods, and I predict before the 
week is over that we shall be the means of spreading the reputation 
of Ohio canned goods throughout this city and vicinity. Who ever 
looked on a more beautiful display of canned goods and products 
than we have in this display hall? It is an honor and credit to our 
Association, and as I was told by a pure foods’ man who has been 
pretty familiar with the canning industry of our state for the past 
ten years—he said to me not very long ago: “Mr. Warvel, your 
Canners’ Association has done one thing for the canning industry 
of this country that you should be commended for: You have in- 
creased the quality of Ohio canned goods ten fold.” He said: “To- 


day, I can truthfully say that there is not a canner in the State of 
Ohio who is putting up goods that there can be the least question 
as to their purity.” 

There is just another proposition that I want to touch on for 
a moment, and that is our support in connection with the publicity 
campaign that is being carried on by our National Association. While 
some of us possibly might have our own ideas about what ought to 
be done or about what should be done, or how the money that we 
have contributed should be expended, we should concede this point 
to the executive committee that has had that in charge, that they 
are on the inside and know more about what and how it should be 
done, than we do down in our country factories, and as long as that 
executive committee can make the showing that they have made with 
the use of the small funds that it has collected, I am willing to let 
them go on and handle it to the best of their business ability. It 
is very evident, as you all know, that something is moving off canned 
goods. I want to ask you how many of you have your warehouses 
full of canned goods that you cannot sell at a profit? Now, that 
has not all been brought about by shortage of the pack. Look 
back over the statistics for the past year on packed corn. It was 
not the short pack that made the price of the goods; but it was due 
to our publicity campaign. It shows that there are more canned 
goods being consumed. Now, something is bringing that about. 
The people are eating more canned goods and I can say today that 
we are coming into our own. Canned goods are being so firmly es- 
tablished in the hearts and minds of the people that I do not ever 
hope to see the conditions return that we passed through a few years 
ago. So we have got to give some credit to our publicity campaign. 
Something is bringing this about. Now, gentlemen, let us not be 


foolish; let us not lose our heads. Do not try to can enough stuff 
next year to supply the country for five years or twenty-five years, 
but go along on normal conditions. Use your judgment, stick to 
quality and the rest will take care of itself. 

Gentlemen, I thank you. (Applause.) 

The President: The auditing committee, to audit the report of 
the secretary and treasurer asks for an extention of time. I will give 
them until ten o’clock tomorrow morning. 


The President: Is the committee on resolutions ready to report? 


RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. F. M. Shook: We, the committee on resolutions beg leave to 
submit the following report:

Mr. Caldwell, Sr.: 
the net weight re-read. 

Mr. Shook: I might say just for the enlightenment of the mem- 
bers of the association here that we had this matter of the net weight 
law before us and discussed it at some length, and I suppose that the 
canners generally have received a communication from Mr. Gorrell 
in reference to some net weight laws already introduced, and we 
thought in just to Mr. Gorrell, that we better ‘defer action of any 
positive character until Mr. Gorrell comes. We realized that the 
net weight law that was introduced is national in its scope, and if 
the canners are going to accomplish anything in their association, it 
will be accomplished when we work together, and for that reason it 
would be a better policy not to take any action on this matter until 
we find Mr. Gorrell’s stand relative to bills introduced in Congress 
bearing on the net weight law. 

Mr. Caldwell: Is this in regard to any net weight law in par- 
ticular, or any net weight laws.? Personally there might be a net 
weight law which I would favor; for instance, there might be can- 
ners who would put in a handful of corn and the rest of it water. 
There might be a net weight law that I would be in favor of. 

The President: The committee called me this morning and we 
discussed that matter. This dating and net weight bill is coming 
before the national association. The remarks of Mr. Caldwell just 
made are very appropriate along that line. We may be able to get 
a weight bill through the National House that would not be objec- 
tionable, but it would be a very bad thing for us here in Ohio to 
have a dating bill and a net weight bill if our neighbors in other 
states did not have to comply with the same thing, and the com-

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mittee’s stand was that this matter should go up to the National 
Committee. We in Ohio can comply with the same laws that our 
brothers in other states have to comply with, but as far as any state 
bill is concerned we should avoid it. However, the passing of our 


resolutions would not interfere with any action that we might take 
to-morrow when Mr. Gorrell gets here. 


Mr. Inskeep: Mr. President, this dating bill, when read I sup- 
posed was intended for the state alone, not national, but if it is going 
up to the national committee I am opposed to it. As Mr. Gorrell 
is to come here to-morrow and will probably have a copy of the 
bill, I would suggest that the gentleman amend his motion to adopt 
the resolutions as a whole, and leave this matter out—this dating and 


net weight—and not pass on that until we hear from the National 
Secretary. 


Mr. Shook: The idea of the committee on resolutions is this: 
The net weight bill is just as much a folly as the dating is. We know 
that if a canner states on the labels that the can weighs 16 ounces, it 
is no benefit. It may be 16 ounces of water or 16 ounces of dirt 
in the can. If I am required to put 19 ounces in a certain size can of 
tomatoes, I might put 5 ounces of water and the balance tomatoes. 
The net weight bill is something that we as a committee, felt is no 
particular benefit to the consumer, but we believe that the net weight 
bill is something that is going to come, and we felt that it would 
not hurt anything particularly to re-affirm our position of a year ago 
and leave the matter open for our business session to-morrow to take 
further action and get right up, shoulder to shoulder, with the na- 
tional committee on the question. However, this resolution might 
be left out and not acted on until to-morrow. There would be no one 
hurt either way. 

Mr. Caldwell: I do not believe it would look very well for us to 
go on record as opposed to something that might be a benefit to 
canned goods and to the quality of the goods, and I move that this 
part of the resolution be left out of the resolutions in general. 

The President: It is moved that these resolutions be adopted as 
a whole. 

Mr. Wilder: I suggest with the consent of the second that we 
withdraw that motion and make the motion to adopt the resolutions 
separately—act on each one separately. 

Motion withdrawn. 

Mr. Shook: Be it resolved that this association re-affirm its 
opposition to the passage of dating and not weight laws, either state 
or national.

The President: Now we are open for discussion. Has anyone 
anything to present to the convention Any remarks to make per- 
taining to the canning business, or any question at all to bring before 
the convention? Now, gentlemen we are going to have lots of busi- 


ness to do to-morrow, and I am going to appoint each canner here 
to-day a committee of one to see that he gets himself here promptly 


at ten o’clock and brings as many more canners with him as he can. If 
we are going to delay and hang around here we will never get anything 
done. Tomorrow we shall entertain the wholesale and retail grocers. 
Let us entertain the people who push our goods across the counter. 
Give them the glad hand, the men who sell your goods across the 
counter. They are the men who come in contact with the people that 
eat your stuff. Do not lose sight of this man behind the counter in 
the retail store, for he can do more to increase the consumption of 
your goods than the canner can himself. When he comes, get ac- 
quainted with him; take him around and show him your brands. We 
have spent money to get the people here, and if you do not take ad- 
vantage of it, you cannot hold your officers responsible for it. 

Now, gentlemen, with these few remarks we will adjourn. 

And thereupon the convention recessed till 2:30 P. M. of the 
same day.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Get out your grips and dust them off for the trip to the 
Milwaukee Convention. There is going to be work there that 
you should take a hand in helping through. 


The weather will likely not be too cold, nor the hotels 
too crowded to take care of you. In fact, members of the 
Associations have taken the trouble to secure a list of the 
boarding houses, etc., where good accommodations may be 
secured at very reasonable rates. 


We will publish this list next week, but you need not 
hesitate to come to the Convention, even if you have not 
secured rooms in advance, for this list will be kept at the 
Auditorium and you can secure one of these good rooms after 
you get to Milwaukee. The crowd will be there, and it is 
hoped and expected much good work will be done. 


In this issue you will note the report of the Ohio State 
Canners’ meeting, and from it gain an idea of “how the wind 
blows.” ‘The questions of “dating,” “net weights,” “heavier 
coated tin plates” and some others are in the air and must 
be settled. The Milwaukee Convention will undoubtedly 
have it put up to it to flatly do something with these ques- 
tions, and you should be present to help. 


As for the Dating Bill in reference to canned goods, 
there is no sensible basis on which an advocate of such a 
measure can stand. We thought all pure food authorities 
had exempted canned goods from this consideration, and that 
even the Government had given up its former demand for 
the date on the can. And we believe it has. What is the 


sense of dating a can of food, when every test has proven that 


time can have no effect upon it, if it has been first properly 
sterilized and sealed? Dr. Hehner, of London, might have 
been pointed to as one of the strongest advocates of such a 
measure, but we do not believe he is today, for the salts of 
tin boogy has been exploded as regards canned foods, at 
least those packed in this country. 


Look what a hardship it would mean to canned goods 
packers, with absolutely no resulting benefits to the con- 
sumers, and in the meantime fresh fruits and vegetables— 
or we should rather say fruits and vegetables supposed to 
be fresh—would be able to go on their way unmolested be- 
cause they could not be dated. Under “Straight Talks” W. 
E. Sweeney, in the American Grocer, gives this advice regard- 
ing “fresh vegetables :” 

Are You the Vegetable Man?—Sell better stuff than your 
neighbors. If their lettuce is 2 cents less than yours, have 
yours 3 cents better in quality. Keep trimming. Keep turn- 
ing over. I’ve seen fellows wipe off sweet potatoes. It’s the 
chump that uses the swill barrel. Somebody wants wilted 
vegetables at a price. Sell out. Don’t throw them out. No 
smart vegetable man will have any of his stuff carted to the 
crematory Monday morning. Sell out. Sell out your perish- 
able stuff at some price. “Some price is so much gain.” 

There is the kind of “stuff” people who “never eat canned 
goods” prefer to the always fresh, wholesome and palatable 
vegetables that are to be found in cans. 


Could such advice ever be given about canned foods? 
Is there any way possible under the sun to take “stale” or 
“wilted” canned goods and sell them to the consumers at 
“some” price or any price? The question is ridiculous, for 
everyone knows that when a can of goods becomes “wilted” 
or “stale” it swells, and not even a blind man would accept 
it as good. When canned goods become bad from age or 
any other cause they announce their own badness in a stronger 
way than any possible dating law could compel. They are 
“fool proof” and “crook proof” and, being intrinsically honest, 
should be treated honestly by our food experts and legislators. 
Any kind of dating law applied to canned foods would be an 
unwarranted hardship upon every packer in the business, 
upon every wholesaler and upon every retailer, causing worry, 
loss and trouble without a single compensating feature. 


As to the “net weight” bills or proposed enactments, if 
drawn properly we can foresee many advantages to the in- 
dustry. With the rapidly diminishing sizes of some of our 
package foods, with no corresponding diminution in price, 
it cannot be long before the public rise up and demand to 
know just how much it is buying in a given package. And 
canned foods must come under such consideration. ‘The can- 
ners are not averse to telling the amount contained in each 
can, provided such a statement is not too restricting. They 
must be given some little latitude to allow for the variations 
due to mechanical operations in the filling or the variations 
of hand labor. But with these exceptions we believe that a 
weight bill would be a good thing for the industry, just as 
the pure food laws have proven. 


As to the question of better tin plates, all canners are 
agreed upon this necessity. The one thing needed is to have 
the industry present the demands to the Government as a 
united industry. The requirement must be binding upon all 
alike, though good business and a thorough knowledge of 
the advantages to be gained by the use of cans made with 
a better coating of tin should prompt every canner to use 
them, regardless of any law. ‘The Government submitted 
at the Louisville Convention the results of an investigation 
it had made into the tin plate used by canmakers in the 
making of packers’ cans, and this investigation showed that 
in some instances the lowest quality of tin plates—known 
as “wasters”—were often used by irresponsible canmakers. 
The excuse was made that this kind of plate was usually 
worked up into “heads” or “bottoms” or more often into 
“caps,” but as a chain is no stronger than its weakest link, 
neither is the can any stronger than its weakest part. And 
whether the trouble comes from the top, the bottom or the 
cap of the can makes no difference, since the result is the 
same—a loss to the canner. This question should be settled 
by the Association—by the canners themselves without re- 
course to any law.

‘The story of canning dates back a great many years. ‘The ques- 
tion has been largely discussed, and many of you who were at our 
last year’s cotivention will remember in my address I gave the 
ladies credit for discovering the art of canning, or preserving, as 
| might use the term, of fruits and vegetables while in season, so 
that we could have the fruit and vegetables for use any time of the 
year. Since that I have been “called” by the men. They have taken 
exceptions to my remarks, They claim that it was man who origi- 
nated the art of preserving fruits and vegetables in cans, and they 
can be used. any time of the year and be as fresh as those picked 
from the vines. I still maintain the position I took at that time, 
and if man did originate the idea in vogue today at our canning fac- 
tories he got his pointers from his old mother in the kitchen. That 
method that was in vogue in the early days or in mother’s kitcheen, 


is the same that is used by the canners today. The principles are 
just the same. You preserved your fruits and vegetables at that time 
by what? By cooking, by heating, putting them into the cans hot, 
and sealing them perfectly, so that they would retain their natural 
flavor until wanted to use them. ‘The method in use today is only 
one step in advance of the methods that you used in your kitchens in 
the early days and that you use in your kitchens today. I say that 
it is one step in advance, that the canners in place of heating the 
product before it goes into the can, largely put vur products into 
the cans cold, and apply the syrup or brine, as the case may be, hot, 
and in many cases cold, and cook the vegetable after it is in the 
can, After the cans are sealed perfectly air-tight, the vegetable is 
cooked under those conditions, which retain all the sstength, nutri- 
ment and flavor of the vegetable. 

There is nothing to-day in the fruit and vegetable line that is not 
put in tin cans and kept as nice and fresh for your use at any time 
of the year as the fresh vegetable that you pick from your gardens. 

I also made another statement that I have been “called” for at 


various times. I said at that time and still maintain the same posi- 
tion, that as far as wholesomeness and sanitary conditions exist, the 
canned article is more sanitary, free from germs, than the fresh ar- 
ticle that you buy from your grocer from day to day. I will tel? 
you why. That statement was taken exception to by one of the 
national food inspectors, and afterwards he admitted that I was right- 
You go down to the market to buy your fresh vegetables. They 
are exposed there without any cover to all the dust and germs of 
the street, and I do not care how they were cleansed, you have got 
to wash all the germs from those vegetables. Now that vegetable 
is prepated in your kitchen in an open vessel and holds the germs 
that it may gather in the process of cooking. But in our process 
of cooking, absolutely air-tight, with a heat which no house-wife can 
get in an open vessel, these germs are absolutely killed. 


Now, canners have been charged with using chemicals or pre- 
servatives. I want to say, ladies and gentlemen, and without fear 
of contradiction, that there is not a canner in Ohio, or any other state 
that uses any chemicals whatever in the preparation of his canned 
products. Canned goods to-day are sterilized by heat and nothing 
but heat. There is no use, there never has been and there never 
will be any cause for the use of a chemical in any way in any kind of 
hermetically sealed canned goods. Its use would be an extra ex- 
pense to the canner, for if we did put chemicals into our prepara- 
tions, the sterilization would kill the effect of the chemicals. So you 
see, ladies and gentlemen, if there are canned goods put up with chemi- 
cals and preservatives they are packed in the homes and not in the 
factories. 


There is another point I want to illustrate to you, what the can- 
ners are doing to-day for pure canned goods. You have probably 
read in the past few years many articles in your various journals 
and in the press at large of people being poisoned by people eating 
canned goods. Now that makes a beautiful head-line for a paper. 
“Poisoned from eating canned peas.” Everybody will read that ar- 
ticle. But I want to state to you from personal knowledge in con- 
nection with the canning industry that we maintain a fund for the 
purpose of running down those articles, and in the last eighteen 
months the secretary of our National Canners’ Association has run 
down over 100 such publications, and out of that entire bunch that 
we have investigated—we have had detectives—and out of that en- 
tire bunch, some one hundred and four or five cases, that canned

goods were responsible for making people sick, or for their death, 
there has not been one case where canned goods were responsible. 
Now that may sound to you like a broad statement. But we are 
in a position to demonstrate this fact, so that you see that of all 
articles you read in the newspapers of that kind, there is not one- 
half of one per cent. of them that there is the least bit of foundation 
for. And in cases where we have found that canned goods were 
interested in the least it was brought about by opening the can of 
goods and allowing them to remain in the can after they were opened. 
I take it for granted that every American lady that knows anything 
about canned goods packed in your kitchen at home, or in a can- 
ning factory, knows that she should turn those goods out into an 
earthen or enameled dish of some kind as soon as that can is 
opened and not let them stand in the original can. There have been 
a few cases where the people have claimd to have been sick in 
this way and those were the only cases where we have found that 
canned goods were the least bit responsible. So you can see what 
the canners have been up against. But we are glad to know that 
the more you investigate canned goods the more you find out about 
them, the more you eat them, the stronger your endorsement is of 
our product. Do the bunch of men you see walking around here in 
the display hall look-like murders or people that would pack stuff 
to poison you. All you have to do is to look into the faces of those 
men and you will see that they are honest men. I think that a 
visit to our canned goods show and an examination of the goods 
that we have on display would refute all charges without any argu- 
ment on my part. 

I did not intend to make a speech when I got up before you, 
but if I do not quit I am afraid I will be tempted to do so. 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, this show will continue until Friday 
night, it will close Friday night. Friday afternoon we will award the 
prizes to those people who have won by submitting recipes. To-night 
you will again be entertained. To-morrow night, in addition to our 
show, we are going to give you in the auditorium upstairs a compli- 
mentary entertainment by the American Can Co. It will cost you 
nothing more than your admission to the canned goods show. The 
admission fee to this is 15 cents. I hope you will come out and bring 
your friends with you. We are very glad to meet the people of Day- 
ton and we want the people of Dayton to come out and meet the 
canners. 


SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT SPEAKS. 


The President: I now take great pleasure in introducing to you 
Miss Helen Wassenich, of your city, superintendent of household 
economics in the Dayton public schools, who will address us upon 
“The Possibilities with Canned Goods.” 


Miss Wassenich: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: The 
great American canning industry comprises the hermetical sealing 
of food, a relative important branch of manufacture, having long since 
passed the experimental stage. Our earliest methods of preserving 
food developed only two ways of keeping it for any length of time. 
The very first was by the natural process of heat or drying, and a 
short time after that salting was added, so that the two methods 
were often used—salting and drying. Now we have a great many 
more methods of preserving food. The next method after salting 
was by smoking, which was a process of partially drying the food, 
some salt being added, and then allowing the food to smoke over 
hickory or some other hard wood smoke for a certain length of time. 
Then a little later than that we had pickling, which was by a species of oil 
or vinegar, and then preserving, where a_ large quantity of sugar 
was added, and by the use of antiseptics, which of course is the 
least desirable of all forms, and then canning, which has come to be 
the most important of all the different methods of preserving food. 
And by canning we mean a process by which food is partially or 
wholly cooked and then sealed hermetically in containers. We all 
agree with Mr. Warvel that the discovery of sealing food hermeti- 
cally in jars was discovered by a Frenchman, Nicholas Appert, not 
much over one hundred years ago. He was a scientist and had been 
experimenting with food because he was very much interested in the 
reasons for the decomposition or putrefaction of food. He believed 
that the oxygen in the air was responsible for the spoiling of food, 
and in his experiments he put food into glass jars and then applied 
heat. In order to keep the food from spoiling two things, in his mind, 
were necessary—the exclusion of the air and the gentle application 
of heat. Later other scientists discovered that it was not the oxygen 
of the air that was responsible for the spoiling or putrefaction, but 
that it was due to bacteria or other micro-organisms in the air and 
in the earth, and consequently on all the foods, especially fruits and 
vegetables which we were using. Now even though his theory was 
wrong, his method of preserving was all right, and so the world 
owes a great debt of gratitude to Appert. 
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If he were to look back upon this great industry that he had 
founded, he could travel in forty-four states and find canning fac- 
tories in every one and also in many of our possessions. We find in 
Maine the chief foods canned there are sardines and lobsters. The 
people of Maine have almost a monopoly on canning these two things; 
and then Massachusetts is a bean centre, and New York, corn. The 
greatest corn industry in the world is in the state of New York. 
Baltimore, which is called the cradle of the canning industry, cans 
principally oysters and pine apples. More than twenty-five per cent 
of the canning factories of the whole Unitel States are located in the 
state of Maryland, which gives that state first place in the canning 
industry. Farther South, in Florida, we find turtle being canned. Of 
course, we understand not any one of these staes cans only one thing. 
We find a great many different things canned in some states. In 
Mississippi and Texas we find green figs canned largely. Of course 
in Ohio some fruit is canned, but more vegetables, because we are not 
in a fruit-raising section. 

If Appert were to go to California I think he would be dazzled 
by the marvels in canned fruits, or even Ohio would show him her 
efforts in helping to make this great industry a success. These and 
many more would he see from the canning of dandelions and mince 
meat for pies in New York to the great salmon canneries of the Pa- 
cific coast which are the largest in the world. 


The principal articles canned in this country, in the order in 
which they are canned, are as follows: Tomatoes, corn, milk, oysters, 
corned beef, salmon, sardines, peaches, pears, beans, apples, peas, 
pine apples, small fruits, including berries and pumpkin. If all of the 
goods that are canned in one year were moved at one time, it would 
require a freight train of 60,000 cars—which would be quite a long 
train. 

Now, then, of course, canning is a very important industry, and 
we must consider its importance to other industries. Whenever 
an industry is an important one in itself, it is important to something 
else, and so the canning industry is very important to the tin indus- 
try, because it takes about two million boxes of tin plate annually. 
And then to the lumber industry also, because it takes about thirty 
million boxes for packing and shipping these different kinds of goods 
which are*canned. “Then besides that it must include the paper and 
printing industry because every can has a label and every label has 
some form of printing and it takes about seventy-five million labels 
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for one year’s output. And then besides that about four hundred thou- 
sand people are given employment through the different seasons of 
the year. The development of the canned goods trade has effected 
great changes in the relation of food to seasons. Before our ances- 
tors were able to keep food by the different methods of preserving 
we found that fruits could be used only in the season in which they 
were grown, but by this great development of the canned goods in- 
dustry we found that all fruits and all vegetables could be had at all 
seasons of the year; perhaps not with exactly the same flavor as the 
freshly gathered material but with a great deal of it and a great 
deal of the original freshness. The producers are benefited greately 
by the canned goods industry because of the enormous extension to 
their market. The consumers are benefited because people in both 
city and country have all forms of good wholesome cheap food hith- 
erto. impossible almost. And you will find that the canneries in 
amost all places are operated by individuals. A few, of course, belong 


to corporations, but the greater majority of them are operated by 
individuals, 


Perhaps a great many of us would make a comparison between 
home canning and factory canning, and I have no doubt but what 
there are a good many ladies who prefer to do canning at home. 
There are some things which personally I should perfer to can 
myself, principally in the line of fruits, but certainly when you take 
into consideration the product of a factory you will all agree with 
Mr. Warvel in his statement that the conditions are more sanitary, 
the product is larger and there is not the danger of spoiling, due te 
the testing of every can before it leaves the factory. Then it is very 
much cheaper. And by these processes which are going on in the 
factory we find that the results are sure. Now, there is hardly any 
end to the different combinations of vegetables and salads in combi- 
nations with meats that can be used, for escalloped dishes and garn- 
ishes. In the making of desserts you would not use meats or vege- 
tables but fruits principally. You have two different classes of des- 
serts, hot and cold puddings, which of course, may take the fruits, 
and the use of fruits in the making of sauces and pastries, and the 
use of fruits with ices; so that there are a great many different dishes 
possible. Perhaps the one thing that the American housewife needs 
more than any other one thing is an aitractive and appetizing use of 
left-over foods, and certainly there are many possibilities by combi- 


nation with foods left over from one meal to another with all the 
fruits and canned goods. I thank you. 
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THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


January 12th, 

The president called the association to order at 11 o’clock, and 
said: 

The first thing we will take up this morning is “unfinished busi- 
ness,” and inasmuch as that was the dating and weight bills, I will 
say, for the benefit of the president of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, (Mr. Sears, who is present) that we took no action on that 
matter yesterday: that we did not want to take any action we thought 
might conflict with what the National Association is doing. 

Mr. Sears being present we shall be very glad to hear from him 
on this subject and then we will take whatever action we deem nec- 
essary. 

Mr. Sears: Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: In speaking of this 
resolution I shall try to answer the question put by the president, with 
the suggestion that if there is any action taken here I would take it 
on the different subjects, because the pressing bill now is the net 
weight bill and the dating bill is being held back. They are not 
pressing that just now, because they propose to feed this to the can- 
ners and the public by easy doses and they are giving us the least 
objectionable one first, so that we will have the best all the time. 
That is the policy as I read between the lines.” 

President Sears explained that, after a lengthy discussion of this 
entire subject before a meeting of the National and State Associa- 
tion officers, held at Cleveland, Ohio, on December sixth of last 
year, it was referred to the executive committee who were given 
full power to act. 

Since that time efforts have been made to arrive at some practi- 
cally unanicous decision; while a majority of the committee appears 
to favor the support of such legislation. President Sears considers 
the matter of such vital importance that he does not feel justified 
under the circumstances in acting upon it without first submitting 
it to a higher authority, and as the National Convention is now so 
near, it is his intention to have the committee submit a report to that 
body with a request either for ratification or such further definite 
instructions as may be decided upon by the Convention. 

After a lengthy argument, action on this Resolution was deferred 
until a later session. 


The President: While it is on my mind I wish to make 
an announcement correcting a mistake or rather a misimpres- 
sion on the part of some of our members, the supply men. Some of 
them understand it and others seem not to understand it. If you 
will remember the meeting at which the resolution was passed per- 
mitting the supply men to become members of our organization was 
held in June, or confirmed rather in June, of, I believe, 1906 or 1907 or 
1908. I cannot recollect the year, and immediately after that the sup- 
ply ‘men were notified that they could become members on the same 
basis at the canners by paying a year’s dues. Many of them took 
advantage of it and paid their dues along in July, and the Secre- 
tary sent them a receipt for a year. That receipt should have read 
for the year 1906 or 1907, the year that they came in. Their dues 
ended with that year, and were due and payable again at our annual 
meeting the next year, but owing to the fact that the receipt in 
itself was misleading many of the supply men were under the impres- 
sion that they were paid up for the year, which they were, but they 
paid up for the year they went into the organization, and their dues 
became due and payable at the annual meeting for the year follow- 
ing. The Chair took the stand that all supply men and canners that 
were paid up for the year previous were entitled to seats in the next 
annual convention, but their membership expired at that time, unless 
they paid the additional year’s dues. That brings vur dues payable 
all at the same time, the supply men and the canners, so that all of 
you who have paid for 1910, owe at the present time your dues for 
1911, which are due and payable at this convention, or as soon as it is 
convenient for you to hand over the amount after the convention 


is over. I hope I am not misunderstood. I simply make this as an 
explanation. 


The next question I wish to take is the question of delegation 
to the National Convention. I had a letter from the secretary of 
the National Convention asking this convention to select delegates 
to the National Convention. Now, this does not mean by selecting 
delegates to the National Convention that no one is exnected to attend 
that convention except the delegates, because you are all expected 
to attend that convention, but I conclude from the Secretary’s letter 
that he wants a delegation of as many as we see fit to officially ap-

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The San Jose Scale. 


And a Disease for Controlling It. 


During the last two or three years this department has been 
experimenting with a natural enemy of the San Jose Scale. 
This enemy is a disease in the nature of a fungous growth. 
In southern latitudes it has been used even to a commercial 
extent for controlling the scale, but on account of the weather 
conditions of this State it has been supposed that such a disease 
would either fail to propagate itself during the summer or be 
entirely too delicate to withstand the low winter temperature. 
Careful experimentation, however, has proved the disease is 


very hardy and capable of propagation to a very beneficial 
extent in our infested orchards. 


Oftentimes diseases of a serious nature are introduced and 
scattered by insects and other agencies in general. This disease, 
however, is not capable of doing any damage to anything except 
the San Jose Scale and allied forms. Its use in orchards, groves 
and public parks, as shown by our experiments, will be of a 
very great advantage in checking the local spread of the San 
Jose Scale. 

It is of the same nature as the chinch bug disease, but its 
appearance on infected insects is not nearly as conspicuous as 
the latter. To an ordinary observer it appears to be no more 
than the mold which is commonly present on damp bread a few 
days old. It will live and propagate on bread and is apparently 
just as harmless to the higher animal life, but the microscopic 
examination of an infected San Jose Scale reveals it to be fatal 
to the latter. 

Our experiments have been so conclusive in regard to the 
practicability of checking the San Jose Scale with this disease 
that we are now propagating it to an extent sufficient to enable 
us to supply gratis all interested citizens of this State who may 
request it. 


The conditions under which we shall send it out are that 
the party requesting it shall first submit specimens of scale to 
us for identification. Ifthe submitted specimens prove to be 


the San Jose Scale we will send a small package by mail. No 
directions for application other than those following will be 


‘given unless especially requested. 


DirEecrions.—The fungus is grown on a jelly-like material 
which is of amber color in appearance. The color of the fungus 
or disease is white. This material may become more or less dis- 
arranged in transit through the mail, but its vitality will not be 
lessened. Uponits receipt the applicant should paste small 
portions of it to his infested trees. The jelly-like substance will 
adhere nicely. The fungus will gradually scatter from one tree 
to another of its own accord, but will accomplish better. results 
if artifically well scattered when first applied.
